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"Art Reflecting Life" 
ORR Students Express Creative Feelings

The assignment from Old Rochester Regional 
High School Art Instructor Jean Hong was simple: filter 
your emotional reaction to the events of September 11 
through art. The results are a stunning collection of 
student artwork now on display in the lobby of the 
Mattapoisett regional high school. A wide array of media 
types — watercolor, oil paint, collage — and grade and 
expertise levels make for an intriguing mix of views. 





Some of the students' work play off the patriotic theme, 
boasting primary colors of red, white and blue. Others are 
more sombre and touching. Senior Kristen Hathaway 
depicted a colorful version of Old Glory, wavering in 
front of fanning flames with a group of people bonded 
together, hand-in-hand, around the Stars and Stripes. 
Junior Lindsey Butterfield painted a detailed image of 
Lady Liberty, towering above clouds of black smoke with 
the date on her signature tablet now reading "September 
11, 2001." Junior Laura Cormier offered the hope of those 
who perished in the tragedy being greeted by angels at 

the Gates of Heaven. And 
Senior Erin Arsenault sug- 
gested the nameless, faceless 
terrorists used the planes like 
weapons, with a strong image 
of mysterious arms wielding 
the aircraft against shattered 
skyscrapers. 

One of the strongest 
images was created by Senior 
Zach Hahn, who chose only to 
offer a lone half -face staring in 
disbelief at the former twin 
towers of the World Trade 
Center (which are reflected in 
the viewer's eye), with red, 
white and blue tears streaming 
across his cheek.

disturbed, barren landscape that is the last development forced 
on the town. Ask the homeowners in the area what they think. 
Then drive back up Route 6 to Freddie's Package Store, park and 
look across the road. Imagine 100 units, three stories high, filled 
with people; parking lots filled with cars and maybe even 
children playing outside, depending on who is living there.

To the Editor: 

[Editor's Note: The following is a copy of a letter sent from 
resident Daniel C. Lee Jr. to the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of 
Appeals regarding The Regatta.] 

On November 8, 2001, 1 made a presentation to your 
board that stated that the Mattapoisett Board of Health has 
Rules and Regulations that are more restrictive than Title V. 
Even though we are not talking septic systems, we are still 
dealing with runoff and pollution from this runoff in the form of 
fertilizers, pesticides, animal wastes, and road runoff which are 
all harmful to the environment. Mr. Lanagan is proposing a 
resource area to to collect this runoff. 

This resource area is governed by rules and regulations 
to perc tests, water tables, and perc rates. Mr. Lanagan's engi- 
neer stated that the perc rate in the resource area was 30 minutes 
per inch. Because Mattapoisett is a seacost community and we 
are situated so close to the water shed for not only Mattapoisett, 
but Fairhaven, Marion and some parts of Rochester, the Board of 
Health felt that any perc rate that was above 20 minutes per inch 
or higher would not be allowed. Title V states that any perc rate 
over 30 minutes per inch is impervious, but Mattapoisett states 
that any perc rate over 20 minutes per inch is impervious. The 
reason being is to prevent any runoff from any system flowing 
on the surface and then flowing into our water supply or finding

its way to a brook or stream that flows into the harbor or 
Buzzards Bay, of which there are many. 

To prevent further pollution, the Board of Health also 
does not allow what is known as a dewatered perc test. This is 
when a perc test is performed below the water table, which now 
is determined by mottling of the soil. The water table or mot- 
tling of the soil on this lot is at 2 inches, 12 inches, or 30 inches, 
depending on where you dig. There is no way a test could be 
performed in soil with a perc rate of 30 minutes per inch. The 
engineer stated they would dig to find percable soil, but in order 
to do this they would have to dig below the water table which 
was established at 30 inches below the surface. They would have 
to dewater the hole and that is not allowed by Mattapoisett, for 
the same reasons as stated above. 

Before sewage was put in this entire lot from the Police 
Station to west of the funeral home was unbuildable. What 
makes Mr. Lanagan think that just because of sewage this parcel 
of land is able to support a monstrosity of a building that covers 
3.3 acres of a 5-acre lot, not counting the parking and other 
impervious areas? 

If this should ever come to pass, then I recommend 
your Board mandate that The Regatta and Mr. Lanagan and his 
associates (Suffolk Construction and the Officers of the Corpora-

tion), E.A. Fish Associates, The Architectural Team, Inc., Rizzo 
Associates, and Mattapoisett Housing Associates, L.L.P. (a 
limited short-term corporation) sign a maintenance agreement 
and stormwater management construction bond. These are 
executed between the owner/ developer and the town and is 
then recorded in the Registry of Deeds and tracks with the land 
transfer. A developer who does not maintain a facility is subject 
to notices to produce corrective actions and/ or fines along with 
a construction bond for a long period of time, say 10 years, to 
ensure that the facility is not only constructed properly but also 
maintained over the prescribed period. 

Finally, I said that I had assumed the sewage capacity 
would be coming out of the Mahoney/Mclntyre allocation, but 
no — so here we have more capacity than originally thought. 
Pity the taxpayers and the residents of Mattapoisett who have 
been paying all these years. Guess someone should talk to the 
Water /Sewer Commissioners.

the residents, would have gone unnoticed. 

The developers have had the distinct advantage of 
preparing for this affordable project for well over a year. They 
already know what their rights are and how they can plan their 
strategy (as I see it, their attack on our town.) They caught us off 
guard. We are unarmed and it is not really a fair fight. We need 
the time and the knowledge to catch up to them so that we can 
even out the playing field. This is our town, and we have to fight 
the developer to protect our rights as the taxpayers of 
Mattapoisett. It is already an unfair proposal because the state is 
holding us responsible for decisions about our town that are not 
ours to make with these "unfunded mandates."

board if they should close the meeting concerning The Regatta. 
A meeting should be closed after all the concerns of the residents 
have been met. How can all our concerns be addressed if we are still 
learning what the housing development means to Mattapoisett? Many 
of us are still trying to figure out what this will mean to our 
community. Do we have rights that protect the safety health and 
welfare of our community? I think that we do. The Chapter 40B 
law is under fire now and changes have been brought before the 
legislature to stop developers from abusing this law in order to 
make a profit. If you are interested in learning what the Massa- 
chusetts Comprehensive Permit and the Chapter 40B zoning is 
all about, then: 

• Click onto: http://www.state.ma.us/dhcd/DEFAULT.HTM; 

• Go to the heading labeled "Chapter 40B" and double-click; 
and 

• Click onto the "HAC Guidelines." 

When a developer first introduces the project into 
town, "they solicit written comments from the chief elected 
official of the community (which is our Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen) in which the housing is proposed. That official 
may request input from a local housing partnership (if there is 
one) or other local boards or officials. No formal public hearing 
is required. 

The Chairman of the Selectmen, Paul Lambalot, 
recused himself from the meetings after the project got under 
way. Mr. Lambalot is the uncle of one of the developers, and 
works for (Fish) Suffolk Construction, the other developer. Our 
Selectmen appoint members of the board, and the Board of 
Selectmen are the ones that can hire and fire these members. Mr. 
Lambalot wore a bright, blue "Suffolk Construction" jacket to 
both the ZBA and the Conservation Commission (ConCom) 
meetings. How can this not be a conflict of interest? How can we 
feel confident that he is not trying to influence those board 
members? It must be his "Power Jacket." What kind of statement 
is this deliberate action sending to the residents when their chief 
elected official of the community wears a jacket with a logo for 
Suffolk Construction for all the world to see? He did it to make a 
statement. It was not a fashion statement, it was more of a "get 
Jimmy a job jacket." This upset a lot of members of our commu- 
nity. 

Do you remember the line from the May 23 Standard- 
Times article: "Mr. Lanagan said he does not foresee an 
adversarial relationship with the town. 'We're not going in and 
forcing anything down the town's throat,' Mr. Lanagan said. 'We 
want something that meets their needs and desires. We want 
something they can be proud of.'" A man is as good as his word.

Charles A. Morgan, Mattapoisett 

Charles A. "Bill" Morgan, of Mattapoisett, died at 
home Sunday, November 4, 2001, after a long illness. He 
was the husband of Virginia G. (Wilcox) Arral Morgan 
and the late Ruth (Harriman) Morgan. Born in 
Mattapoisett, the son of the late Rufus E and Emma 
Gertrude (Gidney) Morgan, he lived in Mattapoisett most 
of his life. 

He was a 1936 graduate of Fairhaven High 
School. He was a member of the Mattapoisett Congrega- 
tional Church, where he served on several committees 
and as a Sunday school teacher. On April 1, 1937, Mr. 
Morgan joined the Army and played trumpet in the Army 
Band. He was stationed at Schofield Barracks in Hawaii 
when the Japanese bombed Pearl Harbor on December 7, 
1941. He attended Infantry Officers Candidate School and 
Parachute School during 1942. During World War II, he 
served in the 511th Parachute Infantry Regiment as 
captain of Company F in the Pacific area, and he partici- 
pated in the battles and campaigns of New Guinea, 
Southern Philippines, Luzon and the Central Pacific. He 
also served in the Army during the Korean Conflict. 

He received two Purple Hearts with clusters for 
wounds sustained in action, a Bronze Star, American- 
Pacific Theater ribbon with four battle stars and one 
bronze arrowhead, American Theater Ribbon with one 
star, two Combat Infantry badges, the Senior Parachute 
badge, Distinguished Unit badge, Philippine Liberation 
Ribbon with one star, World War II Victory medal, Korean 
Service medal with one bronze campaign star, United 
Nations Service medal, National Defense Service medal 
and Commendation Ribbon with metal pendant.

PET PAIN 

My dog has been limping for the past three weeks. He 
will run after squirrels but otherwise limps. He never 
cries and is eating normally. He acts a bit depressed 
except when there are squirrels to chase or we go in 
the car. My brother says that he is in pain but since he 
doesn't cry I disagree. Who is right? 
Your brother. If you sprain your ankle, do you 
cry for a few weeks until it feels better? Dogs and 
cats may cry out when initially injured but after- 
ward will respond just as we do. They will at- 
tempt to keep weight off a painful leg by limping 
and may become subdued in an attempt to con- 
trol their discomfort. If your dog has been limp- 
ing for 3 weeks and is not improving, take him to 
see your veterinarian to find out what is wrong.

Boat Smart Course 

The Mattapoisett Power Squadron, a unit of the 
United States Power Squadron, is presenting a "Boat 
Smart Course" on Saturday, December 1 at West Marine, 
137 Pope's Island in New Bedford. Registration will begin 
at 8:30 am. 

Boaters can save on insurance by taking and 
passing a basic boating course such as this. Statistically, 
boating course graduates have good boating safety 
records, making them better risks for marine insurance 
companies. In addition, Massachusetts boaters 16 years of 
age and under must pass a boating course in order to 
operate motor boats of any horsepower. This requirement 
is an added incentive for young people to take this course. 

The Boat Smart course will be presented in one 
six-hour day. Three two-hour sessions will introduce 
students to the basics of safe boating. Starting with boat 
hull types and propulsion systems, the course goes into 
boat handling including docking, anchoring /mooring 
and knot tying. Required equipment including life jackets, 
navigation lights and fire extinguishers and state rules are 
also covered. The course wraps up with aids-to-naviga- 
tion, navigation rules, adverse conditions, man-over- 
board, medical emergencies, and proper use of the marine 
radio. 

Immediately following the instructional sessions, 
students will be offered the opportunity to take an exam. 
Successfully passing the exam will allow students under 
16 to be certified to operate a power boat. Anyone is 
welcome to come and take the course. There is no age 
restriction. Boat ownership is not required and instruction 
is free.

Heist. Starring Gene Hackman and Danny DeVito. 
Directed by David Mamet. Running time: 111 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth 
Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

In photos, David Mamet comes off as a stoic Hemingway 
Man, come to save cinema from itself — thick brush-cut that 
shows no sign of thinning, sometimes a cigar, sometimes a severe 
monastic beard. Does his mere presence intimidate critics into 
praising his films? As a playwright (American Buffalo, Glengarry 
Glen Ross) and essayist, he has few equals; he's a giant in several 
areas, but I'm not sure moviemaking is one of them. Heist, 
Mamet's latest airless exercise, strips the caper film down to its 
bones — the attitude, the planning, the double-crosses. It's neatly 
and skillfully done; it's also a regression — can I be the only one 
who prefers it when Mamet, as in American Buffalo, focuses on 
everything but the "action"? 

Actors love Mametspeak — to enunciate those terse, stylized 
strings of epithets and repetitions is an actor's diploma — and 
Mamet has corralled a sterling cast for (as with The Score, a similar 
and, I have to say, much more entertaining film) a rather routine 
run-through. Gene Hackman, that pinnacle of weary wisdom 
and malevolent self- amusement, should be able to keep the 
movie going all by himself; he's got backup in hotheaded Delroy 
Lindo, young punk Sam Rockwell, eternally wised-up magician 
(and Mamet favorite) Ricky Jay, and the second-billed Danny 
DeVito in what averages out to a glorified two-scener. 

Uniformly, these fine actors all chafe at Mamet's increasingly 
rigorous words and pictures (can someone please reassure Mamet 
that it's no betrayal of his stage roots to make his films of some 
visual interest?). Hackman, as your standard-issue career thief 
looking to make One Final Score, seems awfully hemmed in; 
usually he can take any dialogue, however absurd and banal, and 
give it a lived-in authenticity, but too often here he opens his 
mouth and a bright shiny Mametism leaps out — the performance 
never really coheres or suggests a real person. DeVito, as a shady 
character trying to coerce Hackman into the Final Score, shouts a 
lot and does nothing he hasn't done before (folks, rent Living Out 
Loud for a great, un-DeVito-like piece of work); poor Sam Rockwell 




simply looks marooned in the sort of thinly written and juiceless 
role — DeVito's sleazy nephew who tags along on the job — that 
this gifted character actor should be above by now. 

Does it matter that the movie's sole major female character — 
Hackman's wife, played by Mamet's wife Rebecca Pidgeon in her 
usual impassive I'll-do-what's-required-of-me-but-no-more style 
— makes no sense whatsoever? Or that, after the third scam or so, 
you just sit back mistrusting any interactions you see, therefore 
effectively squelching any emotional involvement in them? Heist 
isn't a pleasurable old-school, perfectly-cast piece of pulp fiction 
like The Score or Ronin (which Mamet cowrote); it's just David 
Mamet congratulating himself on his own intricate cleverness. 
He seems to see cinema itself — no, life itself — as a scam, and he 
positions himself as the guy who knows all the tricks (it probably 
explains his respect for Ricky Jay). 

For an audience, though, austere knowingness isn't enough. 
Feisty, original characters are required to keep us amused during 
the familiar heist mechanics (Mamet stages the crime sequences 
less interestingly than, oh, any director ever). Trying for iconic, 
literarily "blank" characters, Mamet gives his actors nothing to 
work with and an audience nothing to engage with. There's some 
assorted amusing nastiness (more than one critic has quoted the 
late-inning Hackman-DeVito exchange), and Mamet does set up 
a realistically fumbly (and therefore exciting) gunfight near the 
finish. But Heist works neither as art nor as meat-and-potatoes 
diversion. Mamet may see himself as the king of the con artists, 
but maybe that only goes as far as conning so many critics into 
thinking he's making something more significant than stiff little 
films with clenched-fist dialogue.

Vietnam War Takes 
Center Stage at Tabor

The Drama Department at Tabor Academy 

in Marion recently staged an impressive dramatic 
production, Ask Not, in the Fireman's 
Auditorium at the school. Highlighted by superb 
acting by students, the drama focused on seven 
young persons growing up during the Vietnam 
conflict and their varied participation in the war 
— or their absence from it — but found themselves 
being bonded by their friendships or relatives 
serving in Vietnam. 

Christopher McEnroe wrote the work, 
conceived and directed by John Heavey . It delves 
into the lives of seven persons who are destined 
to become involved in the controversial war, in 
one way or another, following graduation from 
high school. The performances of the Tabor 
students were notable. The students have a feel 
for theater and created the emotions of young 
people caught up in the turmoil of the time (1967 
through 1969), which fragmented American 
society. 

The title is taken from President John F. 
Kennedy's speech which said, "Ask Not what 
your country can do for you, but what you can do 
for your country." Material for the play was 
taken from With the Weatherman by Susan Stern; 
Bloods by Wallace Terry; Nam by Mark Baker; 
Born on the Fourth of July by Ron Kovic; Home 
Before Morning by Linda Van Devanter; and The 
Things They Carried by Tim O'Brien. 

The first act brought the protagonists together 
in a park in the small Connecticut town, thereby 
letting the audience know of various emotions 
running through them. For example, Duane has 



some mixed feelings about going to war, 
contrasted with Ron who wants to see war in all 
of its supposed glory, to David and Susan, who 
are anti-war and headed (together) to the West 
Coast and college. Lillian will remain in the town 
and await news of her brother, Josh, serving in 
Vietnam; Linda is headed toward becoming an 
Army nurse and will serve in Vietnam, while 
Tim is due to get drafted. The lives of the seven 
and how they all fit into the structure of this small 
New England town are well-defined in this 
opening act. 

Act Two shifts to different locations in 
Vietnam, the West Coast, and back to the 
hometown Connecticut park. It involves 
monologues from the individuals who are 
highlighted during various presentations which 
bring out the futility and horror of the war, death 
and injuries inflicted on the American fighting 
men and the slaughter of civilians by the American 
forces who are never sure where their real enemy 
is. The performers all carried this off stylishly, 
although some material could be revised. A slide 
presentation, with scenes (some quite famous by 
now) from the war augmented this act. In 
addition, the free love, drug-happy mood of the 
times is reflected. 

Musical accompaniment, featuring songs 
from the era, was provided by Adam Lufkin, 
Jamie Mytkowicz, San Assad, Sarah Manion, and 
vocalist Maddy Mariner. The group performed 
solidly. John M. Heavey' s direction was effective 
and Midori Shirakawa's did a fine job with the 
lighting design for the production.
